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The special city council meeting 
was called by the Mayor for the 
purpose of hearing the public’s 
comments on an alternate master 
plan prepared by the City’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB). 

However, it quickly became ap¬ 
parent the Greenbelters were on 
hand for an entirely different rea¬ 
son. 

They represented all sectors of 
the town, each bent on voicing his 
or her objections to the scheme* 
The more vocal bitterly denounced 
the Area IS plan, speaking out 
against what they feel is an en¬ 
croachment by outsiders on their 
property, their individual freedoms 
and way of life. 

Others merely affixed their signa¬ 
tures to petitions drawn up in op¬ 
position to the MNCPPC proposal. 
Jim Colby, President of the Green- 
belt Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
reported more than 1,000 signatures 
were already obtained and more 
expected. Colby presented the peti¬ 
tions at the public hearing last Tues¬ 
day. 

One woman vehemently demand¬ 
ed council tell her if there was any¬ 
thing she could do “short of stand¬ 
ing in the street with a shotgun’* 
to stop the bulldozers from widen¬ 
ing the streets. The irate lady, 
Mrs. Henley Goode, one of the 
pioneer residents of Greenbelt was 
referring to that part of the Area 
13 plan which proposes the con¬ 
version of major city streets into 
four-lane arterial highways. 

“In an age when we do so much 
to stress the rights of the indivi¬ 
dual,’* Mrs. Goode said heatedly, 
*‘I don’t see how the feelings of so 
many residents can be ignored.’* 

Mayor Edgar Smith, replying to 
Mrs. Goode ,told her: “I hope you’ll 
say that at the hearing tomorrow.’* 
He assured her the city was “doing 
everything possible” to oppose the 
Area 13 plan. 

He reminded the audience the 
city has employed the services of 
an expert zoning attorney and first- 
rate professional planner. It will 
be their task to assist the city’s 
advisory planning board to com¬ 
plete a plan for development of 
Greenbelt along lines compatible 
with concepts worked out over the 
past three years. 

In this connection, John Gibson, 
acting chairman of the APB, made 
a step-by-step comparison between 
the city’s plan and that proposed 
by the commission. (See map and 
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comparison chart on page four). 

Gibson answered many questions 
from the floor. Most of them con¬ 
cerned points on which some citi¬ 
zens were unclear as to the impact 
certain features of the Area 13 plan 
would have on the community. 

After Gibson’s presentation, he 
was warmly congratulated by the 
city’s special attorney Joseph De 
Paul. An “excellent and succinct 
report,” was the way the lawyer 
described APB recommendations 
contained in their interim plan. 

Albert K. Herling, a long-time 
resident active in Greenbelt civic 
affairs launched a scathing attack 
on the Aera 13 proposal, saying: 
“If anyone had set out to deliber¬ 
ately destroy the original concept 
of Greenbelt, they could not have 
done better than this master plan.” 

Another speaker, Jim Cassels, of¬ 
fered a number of recommenda¬ 
tions. Among them a recom¬ 
mendation that the city acquire a 
tract of land lying between the fire¬ 
house and Pepco substation on 
Crescent road, with a view to zon- 
ng it for construction of a 76- 
apartment development for senior 
citizens. 

Prior to the 10 p.m. adjournment 
of the special council meeting, the 
Mayor thanked the people for turn¬ 
ing out in such numbers. “I hope 
you’ll all come to the hearing to¬ 
morrow night, and bring your 
friends,” Smith said, adding: “I 
think you can depend on a pretty 
good fight.”

MNCPPC Master Plan Roasted, 

As Citizens Turn Out En Masse

Greenbelters by the hundreds jammed the Center School au¬ 
ditorium Tuesday night to register their vehement protest against 
the proposed College Park-Greenbelt Master Plan. 

From the opening blast by Mayor Edgar L. Smith, who called 
the plan “this nightmare,” there was no doubt about the sentiments 
of the crowd which filled the auditorium to over-flowing. 

A parade of speakers marched to the microphone to denounce 
the Master Plan, and every denunciatio n brought stormy applause. 

Hot Night 

The 10-member Maryland-Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 


history, and expressed fear that 
record would soon be shattered if 
the Master Plan were adopted. 

City Controls Roads 
At that point, Chairman Ste/ens 
of MNCPPC pointed out that the 
city council has control over the 
streets and highways within Green¬ 
belt, and told Mayor Smith, “No one 
but you can widen them. It s all- 
up to you.” 

Councilman Dave Champion took 
immediate exception. 

“But if your plan presents us with 
such heavy density,” he said, “then 
we will have to widen them, re¬ 
gardless of our own wishes.” 

When the applause died down,. 
Stevens acknowledged: “I’m in 
sympathy with some of the remarks 
made about the roads. At this point, 
I see no reason why anyone should 
panic.” 

Jim Colby, president of the Green¬ 
belt Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
told the commission that in just 
six days the chamber had secured 
1,476 signatures on petitions op¬ 
posing the Master Plan, “a greater 
number than has ever voted in a 
city election,” and many of the peti¬ 
tions hadn’t yet been gathered. 

Simon M. Pristoop, president of 
the Prince Georges Citizen’s Plan¬ 
ning Association, said the proposed 
plan was not accompanied by 
meaningful statistical projections, 
of population. 

"Instead," he said, “the popula- 
tion figures submited by MNCPrc 
are based primarily upon the 
proposed plans of the commission 
which then appears to use thes 
figures as justification for a strong,

Commission felt the heat in more 
ways than one. 

Chairman William J. Stevens 
several times indicated sympathy 
with citizen’s complaints, parti¬ 
cularly in the matter of running 
four-lane highways through the 
residential area. 

And when George T. Marcou, 
representing a planning firm hired 
by Greenbelt, left his seat in the 
audience to present his case, Stevens 
told him: 

“Leave your coat off—believe me, 
it’s hotter up here than it is out 
there.” 

When the audience laughed and 
applauded, Stevens added, “That’s 
probably the last hand I’ll get here 
tonight.” 

He was about right, too. 

Both Stevens and John S. Hewins, 
the commissions director of plan¬ 
ning, emphasized at the start of 
the meeting that the plan is only 
a preliminary one at this stage. 

“The full commission has taken 
no action, and has endorsed no part 
of it as yet,” Stevens said. “A final 
decision will not be made until all 
the testimony has been reviewed.” 

Stevens said the record would be 
left open for 30 days for admission 
of any further testimony. 

Smith Leads Off 

Mayor Smith* set the pattern of 
testimony for the evening when he 
said the Master Plan ‘is extremely 
undesirable, as it fails to provide 
good planning for the area and is 
definitely contrary to the best in¬ 
terests of our citizens.” 

He said the plan “would create 
a gray belt instead of a green belt,” 
and he urged the commission to re¬ 
ject it, send it back to the techni¬ 
cal staff for reconsideration, or hold 
it in abeyance until Greenbelt’s 
own plan could be presented. 

City Councilman Cliff Simonson 
next told Greenbelt had started to 
update its own master plan in 
January, 1962. 


we heard that MNCPPC was plan¬ 
ning a Master Plan. “They told us 
we were ‘way ahead, and asked us 
to let them catch up, so we could 
then work as a team.” 

But when MNCPPC did catch up 
and go ahead, Simonson said, there 
was no teamwork. Instead, Green¬ 
belt was invited to Riverdale to see 
the commission’s finished product. 

APB’S 9 Points 

John Gibson, speaking for Green- 
belt’s Advisory Planning Board, 
outlined the Greenbelt plan in brief, 
then ticked off nine emphatic rea¬ 
sons why Greenbelt didn’t like the 
commission’s plan. 

Among his points: 

“The complete destruction of the 
green belt of trees surrounding the 
city—the green belt will become a 
green thread. The only way to 
have a green belt if Plan 13 (the 
commission’s Master Plan) is adop¬ 
ted would be to paint the apartment 
roofs green. 

“The creation of an irrevocable 
and overwhelming imbalance of 
garden and high rise apartments 
... A highway system which runs 
arterial traffic in four lane high¬ 
ways directly through residential 
areas . . . Provides no library . . . 
Inadequate recreation areas . . . 
Dooms the Greenbelt commercial 
center to stagnation . . . Failure 
to provide an elementary school 
near Boxwood, Lakeside North and 
Lakewood.” 

Edward A. Burgoon, speaking for 
GHI, gave a brief description of 
Greenbelt history, and said that 
history “is one of protecting Green¬ 
belt for Greenbelt.” 

The applause reverberated, as it 
had for other speakers, when Bur¬ 
goon added, “We’re ready tonight 
to fight to preserve Greenbelt.” 

Burgoon said Greenbelt had had

Monday morning I tore myself 
from the arms of Morpheus, push¬ 
ed the children through the early

Having learned my lesson well 
through experience, I was among 
the first in line, arriving just be¬ 
fore 7:45 am.

To say that the system for regis¬ 
tration is inefficient is putting the 
case mildly; to state that it is 
frustrating to the parents and 
children involved fails to take full 
cognizance of some of the choice 
comments I heard while passing 
my more than one hour in line; to 
admit it places some of our youth 
for whom the program is designed 
in compromising positions is a 
harsh indictment of the system and 
those who administer it. 

We have determined to put $150,- 
000 into a new pool; a not insigni¬ 
ficant amount, even in a munici¬ 
pality in the throes of britches- 
biirsting growth. Will the new pool 
improve the situation? Will “un¬ 
official” pre-registration (there is 
no “official” pre-registration) come 
to a halt? Will there be ample 
spaces for all Greenbelt children 
who want to learn to swim? Is 
the pool which is being planned ade¬ 
quate to the varied needs of the 
swim team, swimming lessons, and 
just plain pool fun? Would a new 
location prove more economical 
and practical than rebuilding the 
old pool? All these questions were 
kicked around during that hour 
plus, while I waited in line. Per¬ 
haps if all Greenbelters are con¬ 
sidering these questions, that nerve- 
wracking hour of waiting serves 
the city a useful, though somewhat 
obscure, purpose.
